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THE WORKINGCLASS MOVEMENT 

The Finnish workingclass movement in America may 
be said to have been launched with the organization in 
December, 1890, of the famed Imatra I Society of Brook- 
lyn, New York. It acquired an unmistakable socialist hue 
during the years 1904-06 when most of the immigrant 
workingmen’s societies abandoned the Imatra and Finnish 
American Workers’ Leagues and affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Socialist Party. The Finnish Socialist Federation, one 
of the first foreign-language divisions in the American 
movement, was established at Hibbing, Minnesota, in 1906. 
This achievement, it might be added, had been preceded 
by a huge parade and speeches “from a barrel” in order 
to give the mining town’s residents a “little foretaste of 
the presence of the Socialists.” “The police,” according 
to the convention’s official records, “were polite, even 
though the meeting was held in the shadow of the city hall.” 

The golden years of the Finnish socialist movement fell 
between 1906-14. Young and aggressive, supremely confi- 
dent, unified and energetic, the Finnish socialist societies 
(numbering 274 with a total membership of 11,525 in early 
1914) were a powerful influence upon the course of im- 
migrant life, especially in its educational and cultural 
phases. 

Since 1914 the history of the Finnish workingclass move- 
ment (to say nothing of the American) has been “very 
stormy, full of dangerous shoals and reefs.” Serious ruptures 
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occurred in the Finnish Socialist Federation in 1914 (over 
Industrial Unionism) and 1919 (over Communism) . 

At the present time the immigrant workingclass move- 
ment, undergoing a period of marked numerical decline, 
falls into four divisions. There is a small number of im- 
migrants, chiefly in the East, who have remained faithful 
to the non-political, largely national and cultural, program 
of the Imatra League. In the midwest there is a much 
larger body of Finns who since 1914 have supported the 
tenets of Industrial Unionism; their ideological center is 
Duluth, Minnesota, where they publish a daily, the Indus- 
trialisti, and where until recently they operated the Work 
People’s College. A third group of Finns follow the ban - 
ner of the Finnish American League for Democracy, for- 
merly the truncated Finnish Socialist Federation that re- 
mained in the Socialist Party until 1936; the league’s 
strength is in New England where its official organ, the 
Raivaaja, appears. There is, finally, the Finnish Section 
of the International Workers’ Order that has two 
newspapers, the Superior (Wisconsin) Tyomies and the 
New York Eteenpain; since its secession from the Socialist 
Party in 1919-20, this segment of Finnish workingclass 
opinion has reflected marked pro-Communist leanings.

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THE CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT 

“Those Finns,” wrote an American author in 1938, “have 
consumer co-ops for everything from baby shoes to coffins.” 
Impressive, indeed, is the variety of fields in which the im- 
migrants have experimented, usually successfully, with the 
Rochdale techniques. There have been co-operative apart- 
ments and homes, bakeries, banks and credit unions, cloth- 
ing stores, farms and dairies, fisheries, grocery stores, halls, 
insurance companies, mortuaries, newspapers, oil associa- 
tions, restaurants and boarding houses, saunas (steam bath- 
houses) , and telephone associations. 

As early as 1916 a Finnish authority estimated the num- 
ber of immigrant co-operatives in America to be nearly 
seventy. So numerous was the Finnish representation at 
the Cincinnati (1920) meeting of the Co-operative League 
of the United States that one delegate felt prompted to 
remark: “With good reason we could demand that Finnish 
be made the second official language of the congress.” Many 
of the immigrant-established ventures, to be sure, have re- 
mained small and unpretentious, like many of those hidden 
in the remote recesses of northern Michigan, Wisconsin, 
and Minnesota. But there are giants as well: the flourish- 
ing retail stores at Maynard and Fitchburg, Massachusetts; 
Waukegan, Illinois; and Cloquet, Minnesota; the impres- 
sive Central Co-operative Wholesale of Superior, Wiscon- 
sin, and the huge United Farmers Incorporated of Fitch- 
burg, Massachusetts. 
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Many factors were responsible for the remarkable growth 
of immigrant co-operative enterprise. Finland itself pro- 
vided a heritage of mutual aid and collective effort, rep- 
resented, for example, in the ancient talkoot and com- 
munally-owned church boats; Old World experiences, too, 
seemed to engender among the immigrants a spirit hostile 
to the unrestrained acquisition of private wealth. In later 
years the progress of co-operation in Finland served as a 
blueprint and an inspiration to the American settlers. 

Conditions in the new homeland led the Finns to develop 
further and put to use their tendencies toward “yhteishyva” 
(the common good) . Most of them were seriously handi- 
capped by inadequate purchasing power; periodic unem- 
ployment and industrial unrest, as the strikes of 1907 and 
1914 in Minnesota and Michigan respectively, further re- 
duced their income. Inevitably they developed a sensitivity 
to, and in time rebelled against, the practice of some pri- 
vate merchants, Finnish as well as non-Finnish, to over- 
charge them for the necessities of life. 

It should be added, moreover, that there was a strong, 
deep-rooted ideological basis to the Finnish movement. 
Most of the co-operatives were born and nurtured in a mili- 
tant socialist and reformist environment. The co-operatives 
with their guilds and youth leagues, their newspapers and 
halls, became more than business ventures. They were, in 
truth, miniature, if incomplete, models of the common- 
wealth toward which so many immigrant eyes were turned. 
An American observer put it in these terms: “Among the 
Finns co-operation has evolved to the high plane of a cul- 
ture, a mode of life around it the Finns move and find 
their being.”

NEWSPAPERS AND PERIODICALS 

The Red Jacket (Michigan) Latojain Taide, in observ- 
ing at its birth in 1892 the discomforting presence of “many 
Matthews on the road,” was not indulging in the proverbial 
journalistic overstatement. Then, as later, the American 
scene witnessed the spectacle of a veritable multitude of 
diverse immigrant newspapers and periodicals in spirited, 
if usually ruinous, competition with each other. In early 
1899, for example, no less than ten weekly publications, 
four monthly, one semi-monthly, one quarterly, and one 
annual were being printed by the Finns. Indeed, in the 
years since 1876, when A. J. Muikku established the first 
Finnish language newspaper in the New World, there have 
been more than 350 immigrant newspapers and periodicals. 
It seemed as though every social group and almost every 
articulate individual as well had to have — and in the days 
when publishing concerns could be launched quickly with- 
out much financial maneuvering, they were able to have — 
their own official organs. 

While the founding fathers (and mothers) were unable 
to provide silver spoons, they did anticipate, nonetheless, 
sterling if not miraculous performances of their newspaper 
progeny. Upon the blessed arrival, for example, of the 
Uusi Kansan Lehti in 1891, its proud parents immodestly 
suggested that it would “strengthen national self-conscious- 
ness, raise the level of public enlightenment, abolish the 
evils of society, and improve economic conditions." Pledges 
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usually overreached performance. Most of the immigrant 
publications were denied a full life in which to measure 
up to their birth-vows; their history was written by the 
Brooklyn Viesti in seven words: “Nice name, short life, 
and early death.” 

The immigrant press naturally was not free from tech- 
nical deficiencies as well as more serious shortcomings in 
tone and content. Discerning observers, however, found 
in them a number of praiseworthy features. An experienced 
Old Country journalist expressed the opinion that the 
Finnish American newspapers as early as 1904 were superior 
to Finland’s rural press. The immigrants, judged by their 
intensive reading of Finnish language publications, ap- 
parently found them satisfying and necessary. In Baraga, 
Michigan, for example, twenty-three families had a total 
of 130 subscriptions; in Marlboro, New Hampshire, eighty- 
one Finnish residents had eighty -one subscriptions. 

All of the many immigrant publications contributed 
something, each in its own inimitable manner, to the ful- 
fillment of the role of the foreign-language press in the 
New World: 

To introduce the immigrants to the customs, po- 
litical and social institutions of this country and to 
make known to them the obligations of citizenship. 

To keep the immigrants in touch with the old and 
new worlds. 

Immigrant newspapers and periodicals were an inevitable 
and indispensable feature of Finnish life in America. As 
the Amerikan Sanomat wisely said, the immigrant and his 
language press were inextricably bound together, the one 
unable to exist without the other.

* Perhaps a word of explanation and caution should be added. The data 
concerning the place, frequency, and years of publication, while as reliable 
as the compiler can make it, undoubtedly has its share of inaccuracies. The 
classification scheme, too, is not ideal; a number of publications have prob- 
ably come to an uneasy rest in the wrong pigeon-holes. The compiler hopes 
that it is not necessary to beg indulgence for these imperfections from those 
who are familiar with the pitfalls of cataloging immigrant newspapers and 
periodicals. 

The English-language publications of the Finnish Americans have been 
included in this listing. On the other hand, a number of reported immigrant 
publications have not been listed because of the lack of confirmatory data; 
among them were Amor), Ismi, Kolkuttaja, Meikdlainen, New Yorkin Naima 
Uutiset, and Pilkkakirves. Finally, one should mention several Finland pub- 
lications, like the Almanakka of the Finland Steamship Company, Merimiehen 
Ysttivti, Suomen Silta, Suomi-Finland-U. S. A., and Ulkosuomaloislehti, that 
frequently have material illuminating various phases of Finnish American life.
